Perhap s the sup p ly of counterfeit 
roooej which has been Iloatlnn around 
the city will now cea.ne. for an Kast 
Liverp ool man has been arrested at 
New Castle, charged with p asslnir the 
worthless stuff, and his quarters in 
Wellsvllle show some decidedly sus­ 
p icious circumstances. 
About six months a« o S. M Welch, 
a JliiKerman who finds emp loy ment In 
the p otteries, took rooms over the 
store of E. H. Wells A Co , of Wells- 
vllle, and his wife, 
Doctor Alice 
Welch, huoK out her shln*ile, 
VVelrh 
did 
llUle 
work, ap p arently , and 
seemed to sp end the greater p art of 
his time at home. 
Susp icion has 
rested up on the p air for some time, 
but nothimr definite was known until 
y esterday , when Chief Warren re 
celved a messaire from New Castle 
bearlDK 
the 
InfGrmatlon 
that 
Welch and a man named Pike had 
been arrested in that p lace, chariied 
with p assing counterfeit coin and that 
be had wired his wife to come to him 
at once. The authorities asked that 
an loy estlKation be made at once. A 
search warrant was irotten out and 
Chief Warren, accomp anied by Ofticer 
Johnaoo, searched the p remises. They 
found a comp lete outfit that c/iuld lie 
used for counterfeitim;. There were 
melting p ots, p laster of p arls, some 
soft comp osition, bronze and other 
materials and tools used In mouldlni;. 
The p cjllce took char» fe of the outfit. 
Of the search the Union say s: 
"Welch and Pike left here 
la s t 
Thursday for Alliance, statlnif they 
were to collect money due them in 
tbatcity . Evidence was nut obtained 
hereto warrant the arrest of Dr. Alice 
Welsh, but It Is not Imp robable that 
she may beKathered In by the lollce 
at New Castle. 
Occup ants of the 
other rooms up stairs have been an­ 
noy ed for some time by p oundin« in 
the Welch rooms, similar to that 
made by a shoe maker. 
In the back 
room was what the doctor called an 
electric bath, but It was never seen 
op en until the officers searched the 
p remises, when it was found to con­ 
tain a battery , p resumably for electro 
p lating, and a stool, where the eoun 
terfeiter did all his work, 
le a v ing 
every thing locked up in this cabinet. 
A few attemp ts at p assing the bogus 
coin were made in the city , but with­ 
out success so far as known." 
The existence of a gang of counter­ 
feiters In the city has long been sus­ 
p ected, and there are those who be­ 
lieve Welch Is not the only guilty one, 
since he does not p ossess the ability 
to carry out a scheme of this kind. 
His wife. Doctor Welf'ti. vva, iuMuerly 
Doctor Cowglll, and 
here, where until a few months ago 
she p racticed her p roteosiou. 
The 
p air were married a fe.v y e.;r3 ago In 
this city .

A book store 
was caught for 50 cents not long ago, 
and a dry goods establlsnment was 
made to know that all silver coins are 
not good. It seemed that up on find­ 
ing themselves successful atone p lace 
the gang would Invariably attem p t 
the trick again. Mrs. V’uegtle, who 
conducts a restaurant on Walnut 
street, was caught at three different 
times in one week, although she es­ 
cap ed the first attemp t. A stranger 
made a small p urchase, and p roffered 
new 50cent p iece In p ay ment. The 
Jingle as It drop p ed Into the drawer 
could only be likened to the falling of 
p iece of mud, and Mrs. Voeglle 
banded it back to the mao with the 
remark that It was bad. Taking a 
handful of new coin from his p ocket 
he gave her another, but that, too, 
was sp urious, and was returned. Then 
he p ut his band into another p ocket, 
and drew forth a gixid a>\ n. Mrs. 
Voegtle thought no more of the hap ­ 
p ening until a few day s later she dis­ 
covered that a counterfeit quarter had 
been p assed over the counter, and 
later that two half dollars, only worth 
the lead they were made of, had 
found their way w the drawer. The 
money is the vilest sort of counterfeit, 
and can not only be cut as readily as* 
wood, but p ossesses no ring whatever.

There will be no Indep endent ticket 
in the municip al camp aign this y ear 
the sentiment of leading members 
the 
law and order society lielng 
strongly op p osed to a move of that 
sort. 
Since the league began to attract 
p ubllcop inlon and several p rominent 
ministers have advised tbeir congre 
gâtions to go to the ballot box with 
tickets for none but g« s>d men, the 
op inion ha* been growing that the 
p olitical situation would lie comp ll 
cated in the sp ring by the p resence of 
an indep endent ticket; but there will 
be none. A leading minister, who is 
also a member of the society , told the 
News R« vi« w that there would be 
nothing whatever on th at line. 
He 
said he was nut a p olitician, nor was 
he looking for fame In that direction 
and while no formal vote had been 
taken, he knew that many influential 
members of the organization were op ­ 
p osed to It. They believed the p e» H 
p le would go to the Itep ublican 
p rimaries and see that only the right 
men were chosen, leaving no necessity 
for an indep endent movement. 
He 
favored, he said, above all other 
things, good government, and he 
knew that many of his friends in the 
league were of the same op inion. 
If 
this can be obtained through the 
medium of the regularly established 
p olitical p arties, there is no necessity 
of them doing any thing more than 
voting for the best men. 
However, If 
the candidates were not of the char 
acter, accep table to them, it would be 
time enough to begin to think of a 
municip al ticket. It is known that 
other leading members of the league 
bold p ractically the same views and 
look at It In the same light.

He advo­ 
cated, in deep earnestness, the p res­ 
ent reform movement of the OímkI 
Citizens’ league, asserting that the en­ 
forcement of law and order In East 
Liverp ool is an absolute necessity at

stating that close Investigation on his 
p art demonstrates the fact that the

He 
scored the officials for p ermitting such 
bad work In this cltv, and asserted 
th at It is the bounden duty of all 
Christian men and women to see th at 
offlclals who do not do tbeir sworn 
duty are not p ermitted to occup y 
office, emp hasizing the fact that, if 
p rofessing Christians do their duty , 
and vote for none but good and true 
men, men who will enforce the laws 
as they ex ist In state and munici­ 
p ality , then bad and unworthy man 
cannot be elected to office in F^ast 
Liverp ool. Reverend Hust<on stated 
that he bad been ap p roached by mem­ 
bers of bis cburcb, and the statement 
made that revival work would not 
succeed.

The sp eaker termed 
this an absolute absurdity , and de­
